They should be trimmed with | 
ball fringe down one side, or, more effective 
still, both sides; or, if preferred, one of the 
coloured fancy borders sold for casement cur- 
tains could be stitched on. 
For bedrooms short curtains, reaching just 
to the end of the window, and hanging loose, 
with a narrow frill across top, look very 
dainty, provided the curtains and frill are 
edged with fringe or fancy border. These 
blay calico curtains improve with each wash- 
ing, never need starch, and last for years. The 
plain blay makes nicer curtains than the 
twilled calico. 

Anyone possessing linen tea cloths orna- 
mented with drawn thread work need not, cast 
them aside when the drawn thread work be 
comes torn and frayed, as it invariably does 
long before the rest of the cloth shows signs 
of wear. They can be transformed into most 
delightful table covers for small. bedroom 
tables by the following treatment :—Home dye 
the cloth to match prevailing colour in bed- 
room. 

This need present no difficulty, as there are 
several dyes on the market now which are 
very easy to use, and give most successful 
results for small or medium-sized articles. 
Having dyed the cloth the desired shade, pro- 
cure a length of pretty washing cretonne of 
same tone; stitch a neat border of this all 
round the cloth over the worn drawn thread 
work. The latter can be cut away afterwards 
and edges hemmed. The result will be a very 
pretty table cover that will wash and wear 
for years.

Unfortunately, the mistress of a house has 
not always the physical strength which is 
required, especially when she is no longer 
young, and a servant is a necessity. 

When money is scarce, it is wise to get a 
young healthy country girl, and to train her— 
hard and thankless work for the mistress, 
but well worth while, eventually. 

It goes without saying that the mistress 
must herself understand the many duties of 
® general servant in a practical, as well as a 
theoretical, way. 

To lessen labour, it is a good plan to have 
the floors painted, rather than-polished. Dull 
green or creamy white is pretty and cheer- 
ful—I am writing of a small house or a flat— 
then, only sweeping with a soft brush and 
wiping with a damp cloth daily is required. 
Two or three good rugs are easy to lift and 
shake, and will give warmth and colour to 
the painted floor.

If any reader, wishes to send out of the 
Free State the remnant of a wine bin on 
which his father or grandfather paid duty 
in happier times, he ought to despatch 
it before the 51st of March. A day's delay 
after that date will involve another pay- 
ment of duty to the Imperial Exchequer. 


A Minister made this announcement in 


the House of Commons yesterday, and we 
cite it as a small illustration of the count- 
less ways in which our daily life will be 
affected by the new Customs regula- 
tions between the Free State and Great 
Britain and between the Free State and 
Northern Ireland. At the moment we 
are not thinking of the remoter conse- 
quences, which, indeed, are incalcal- 
able. The mere establishment of separate 
Customs, however, will have an immediately 
disturbing effect on Irish trade. In the 
first place, as we explained yesterday, the 
carrying companies have decided to transfer 
the cost of Customs vigilance to the con- 
signor of goods. The new tax, spread over 
every range of merchandise—it will be 
sixpence on a waggon of cattle and twp- 
pence on a shirt—certainly will be passed 
on to the consumer and will increase the 
cost of living. In the next place, the 
new declarations and examinations must 
cause at the outset a good deal of con- 
fusion,and much delay in the handling of 
trafic. We see visiong of exasperated 
passengers huddled on rain-swépt quays 
while railway servants are hunting for a 
canary or other “small, non-dutiable 
parcel.’’ Chiefly, however, the new system 
will be impressed on tho Irish citizen 
by the ordeal of Juggage-searching. 
Henceforward, if he travels to London, his 
Inggage will be searched at Euston, and 
again at Kingstown on the return journey. 
If he goes from the Free State to Northern 
Ireland, he must steel his nerves for 
a very orgy of searching. The Customs 
barrier will be a novelty in the life 
of the average Irishman. As he has 
associated it hitherto with foreign travel 
only, it will introduce an almost exotic 
element into his modest journeying between 
South and North. By giving him some 
thing of the Continental mind, it may 
become the precursor in Ireland of the open- 
air café and the tree-shaded boulevard. 
The cost and complication of the new 
Customs are obvious—apart frota all pros- 
pects of differential duties, tariff wars and 
wholesale smugylmg. As miaintained by 
two Governments which were not on good 
terms with each other, they could be made 
a real instrument of torture for the people 
of both countries. Yet we consele our- 
selves with the thought that the danger 
of such developments as between either 
the Free State and Great Britain or the 
Free State and Northern Ireland is very 
slight, With all of them self-interest will 
be the first consideration. It will be neces- 
sary to their trade and comfort that the 
new regulations shall work smoothly and 
expeditiously. The Free State and 
Northern Ireland are about to make a 
venture into the unknown, and we 
do not doubt that some confusion will 
occur im the first weeks or months oí 
Castoms control, Upexpected emergencies 
will arise ; commeérce may snfiér some dis- 
location ; cases of individaal hardship will 
be reported in the newspapers. We beliere, 
however, that this initial stage will be 
short-lived. Experience is a quick teacher 
and a modus vivendi will be reached by a 
series of compromises and adjastments. 
It is much to be hoped that the people 
of both States will help their Governments 
by adapting themselves with all possible 
patience and good temper to the new 
végime. After all, a search of one's luggage 
in daylight at Strabane is a smaller hard- 
ship than a midnight search among the 
snows of Modane on the Italian frontier. 
The spirit in which it is borne may be e 
factor in hastening of in retarding the 
abolition of all barriers, political and 
economic, between South and North,

The Allies and Turkey. 

The Committee which has been appointed 
to consider the Tarkish reply to the Allies’ 
peace proposals will meet under the chair- 
manship of the Marquis Curzon in London 
to-day. The meeting wil] be attended by 
delegates from all the principal Allied 
Powers, and the hope is expressed that 
the Committee will be in a position very 
soon to inform the Angora Government oj 
its final decision. I¢ certainly is high time 
that the question of the Turkish Treaty 
should be settled once and for all. Lord 
Curzon’s last speech at Lausanne must 
have convinced the dullest Turk that 
nothing further could be gained by pro- 
crastination, and that the terms in their 
broad outlines must be either accepted or 
rejected now, The counter-proposals have 
not been published yet; but it is gener- 
ally understood that the Turks are making 
another endeavour to re-open all the ques- 
tions which were settled at Lausanne. 
They wil! not agree to the financial clauses, 
which were inserted specifically at the 
instance of the French; they still are 
determined to resist the reimposition of 
the Capitulations, and they wil] not give 
any satisfactory answer to the Allies’ pro- 
posalg concerning Mosul. The time has 
come now when the Allies must talk 
straight to the Turks. It is absurd to pre 
tend that the conference at Lausanne 
was a conference between two equal con- 
tracting parties. The Allies won the war; 
the Turks lost it. Mustapha Kemal seems 
to have forgotten that essential fact. 
There is ho good reason why the confer- 
ence in London should be prolonged 
beyond a few days. The delegates know 
what their respective Governments want. 
There can be no excuse for a repetition of 
the fiasco at Lausanne. 

In the meanwhile the Turks are pro- 
ceeding gravely to put their proposals into 
force. The Committee of Finance at 
Angora, for instance, has authorised the 
authorities at Constantinople to collect the 
temettu—the Turkish equivalent of our 
income tax—from all foreigners in the 
district, This step constitutes an impudent 
defiance of the Allies, who have declared 
time and egain that they ¢annot allow 
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lin Turkey to be infringed. - Perhaps, 
the extremists at Angora believe that by 
imposing the tax they will succeed either 
in forcing, the hands of the Allies or in 
driving virtually all the foreigners who 
count for anything out of Constantinople. 
It is quite possible that they may attain 
the latter object. The British insurance 
companies in Constantinople have decided 
to refuse to comply with the provisions 
of the new Companies Act, which 
demands a deposit of £T.15,000 for every 
branch of insurance work in which basi- 
ness is done. (They declare that, rather 
‘than comply with these new regulations, 
they will leave Constantinople altogether. 
The problem of Turkish peace hinges on the 
capitulations. France, Italy and Britain 
alike insist that they shall be preserved, 
while the Turks sre almost équally in- 
sistent on their abolition. Compromise in 
such a matter is virtually impossible. The 
Allies must either give way to the Turks 
or refuse resolutely to budge from the 
position which they took up at Lausanne. 
The former alternative, of course, would 
be disastrous. If the Allies should yield 
to the Turks on this matter, they would 
be expected to yield on a dozen other 
matters of greater or less importance, 


Russian Immigrants. 


A striking example of the evils of 
government by rule of thumb is reported 
from New York. Some time ago the people 
of the United States resolved rightly that 
some sort of check must be placed upon 
the flow of immigrants from Europe. There- 
upon Congress decided to place on immigra- 
tion an automatic, seli-registering check 
that took no cognisance of race, sex, 
politics or purse. To every nation was 
allotted its quota. Citizens of any country 
were allowed to enter until the quota was 
full. Then the door was banged and wild 
horses could not open it again. Now, how- 
ever, the inevitable reductio ad absurdum 
has come. Two hundred-and-fifty Russian 
aristocrats, educated men, formerly land- 
owners and in every respect the best type 


are detained at Ellie Island because the 
Russian quota of 21,000 already has been 
fi The authorities admit that, of the 


on the other hand, are not Russians as 
we understand Russia to-~lay. Ther are 
exiles who would become corpses if they 
should attempt to enter Russia. Now they 
must take refuge in Canada—somehow ihe 
British flag is always the last refuge of 
the oppressed, whether by injustice or by 
red tape—until a new Rassian quota is 
admissible. Then they will receive first 
preference from the United States 
Immigration Department, which must 
enforce the law as if, finds it. Whether 
the United States will try to amend the 
quota arrangement is doubtful. The man 
who gives allegiance to his race rather 
than to the Government under which he 
lives is the American's bughbear. 


Looking Backward. 


No generation ever took eo much interest 
in its remote ancestors as ours—possibiry 
becanse no generation ever was so 
thoroughly disgusted with its own chapter 
of human history. Tutankhamen set the 
fashion in archeology, and now any cave- 
man or Neolithic man or ape-man, or even a 
Dark Ages man if he was of somé import- 
ance in his own community, commands our 
respectiul attention. Within the last forty- 
sight hours a Bronze Age man, found 
under @ stone slab in Kincardineshire, has 
receired what he would undonbtedly have 
considered an adequate Press notice.. Yet 
Bronze Age men are, so to speak, 
archeological small change—the copper 
cutrency of pre-history. The Danaans. who 
brought the nse of metals to Ireland a paltry 
two thousand years B.C., were Bronze Age 
men and they occupy compléte history 
books. Nob so long ago we recorded the 
discovery in Patagonia of a million-year- 
old man, an Eocene of the Great Slime 
Age. Be, however, is almost too ancient 
to be interesting. The Bronze Age man 
made history as we can understand it. If 
one should come to life now, he probably 
could give us sound advice on sach difficult 
problems as survival, the place of woman 
im. the home and the art of government. 
Thomas Carlyle somewhere asserts that 
romance is due to man’s sub-conscious 
ability +o identify himeelf with the 
personalities of his heroes. Some such 
emotion may be responsible for our in- 
creasing interest in the youth of the 
world.

In the House of Commons to-day, 

Golonel Newman asked the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer whether old bottled wines 
which are held in the Irish Free State, and 
which have already paid dniy to the Imperial 
Exchequer, will be exempt from any further 
duty it exported from the Free State to 
Northern Ireland or to Great Britain for con- 
sumption, and will he say if a Ford or other 
foreign motor car which has already paid duty 
will be similarly exempt should its owner 
desire to take it outside the Irish Free State. 

Mr. Baldwin—To the first part of the ques: 
tion the answer is in the affirmative it the 
wines arrive in Gredt Britain or Northern Ire- 
land before midnight on 3let March, but in 
the negative if they arrive thereafter. ‘To the 
second part of the question the answer jis in 
the same. sense, except that touring cars 
brought to Great Britain or Northern Ireland 
for a limited period will be exempted from 
import daty. 

LUGGAGE INSPECTION. 

Colonel Newman asked the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer whether, to minimise the in- 
convenience to travellers from the Irish gree 
State to London after the Ist proximo, the 
same facilities for the prompt examination of 
personal lmggage will be afforded at Euston 
and Paddington on the arriva] of through 
trains from Ireland as now exists in the case 
of travellers arriving at Victoria or Charing

Mr. Baldwin—At Victoria and Charing 
Cross registered baggage from the Continent 
is examined, but not hand baggage, which is 
examined at Dover and Folkestone. The 
same facilities, as regards registered baggage 
from the Free State, will be afforded at 
Euston and Paddington if there is a demand 
for them, and adiquste arrangements are 
made by the railway companies. 

COMPENSATION CLAIMS. 

Mr. Ormsby Gore writes, in reply to. Mr. 
Murrdéugh wilson that his attention has heen 
called to a bill introduced in the Irish Free 
State Parliament, entitled an Act to Amend 
and Extend the Enactment relating to Com- 
pensation for Criminal Injuries, and he is 
aware that Part III. of the bill declares that 
the Free State Government is nóf, respousible 
for injuries. to the person which occafred 
after the lith July, 1921, and on or before 
the 6th February, 1923, even in cases where 
compensation has already been decreed. 

The British Government was not responsible 
for such injuries between these dates. The 
Free State Government had agreed that the 
cases of members of the Crown iorces killed or 
injured during the period in question, in breach 
of the truce, should be referred to Mr. 
Howard Thomas and Mr. Dowdell, the two 
members of the Compensation (Ireland) Com- 
mittee appointed by the British and Free 
State Governments, respectively, and 12 such 
eases had already been dealt with by them, 
the compensation awarded amounting to 
£11.500. 

As regarded Cases of persons pot members 
of the forces of the Crown. the Free State 
Government was about to appoint a Commit- 
tee to recommend to the Minister of Finance 
what sums. should in reason and _fair- 
hess’ be paid it respect of injuries 
to which the Criminal Injuries Acta, as ex- 
tended by the Acts of 1919 and 1920. would

BUDGET DEFICIT.

“The facts are lamentable, and in all the 
horrible history of outrages in Ireland, this is 
one of the worst. 

“The orphanage in which these children 
were in Ireland was burned down, as a re- 

risal, openly announced by Mr. Winston 

‘hurchill in the House of Commons, because 
this orphanage had supplied bovs who had 
joined the British Army. 

‘Thirty-five unfortunate boys were left 
without protection of any kind. A ship of wa: 
came to the coast and took them away to this 
country, eo that they might get the protection 
of the tlag under which they were born, and 
which has been ignominously hauled down for 
the time in Ireland. 

“1 am glad to sce, from the reports 1 hare 
received, the very great generosity extended 
by certain people to these boys, who are being 
settled in the Colonies. 

“ As for the girls, st was thought witisafe 
fur them to remain in their lonely orphanage, 
and they.were also removed to a place of 
safety in this country. 

“it became necessary for the Government 
to send a war vessel to the coast and take 
those little girls away, and they were landed—- 
| think at Plymouth—not long after the boys. 

Owing to the kindness and hospitality of 
» number of people, a house was put at. their 
disposal which had been used as a hospital for 
cripples. 

‘** Phey have lived here happily and merrily. 
but this house has been demanded from them 
to be used for the object for which it was 
purchased. Hence the advertisement which 
á have quoted. 

<Conld there be anything moge pathetic 
than the hon, secretary—to whom, I think, 
all praisc is due for her agaistance fo these 
children—writang as ghe did in the public 
Press’ 1: there anything like it in fiction ’ 

“1 do not want’ it to be imagined that I 
think the present Government are likely to be 
unsympathetic in a case of this kind. After 
all, it is a legacy from the last Government 
of Great Britain, and the Government cannot 
escape the responsibility of seging this matter 
through. 

“2 admit they have done something. I know 
they gave a graut towards the support of 
these children, and Í think they gave a 
grunt to keep some of the boys in Dr. Bar- 
nardo’s Homes; but 1 do think that the whol: 
of this question of refugees from Ireland ia a 
matter which ought to be taken in hand in a 
sympathetic manner by His Majesty's 
Government. 

“No fault lies anywhere in the Devonshire 
Orphanage, or im the children. ‘here are 
willing hands aud loving hearts prepared to 
look after the children at a minimim ex- 
pense, and I do not believe for a moment 
that the Government will allow them to go 
unboused.”’ 

The Duke of Devonshire, on behalf of the 
Government, said that the £1,000 granted by 
the Distress Committee for the maintenance 
af the 25 orphan girls, whose house had been 
burnt down in Ireland, and- who since July 
had been gi Devonshire, had not yet been 
exhausted.. The present home was required 
for. other purposes, but he had every hope 
and reason to believe that there wo be no 
difficulty in providing accommodation. 

As responsible head of that oflice, he would 
see that proper accommodetion wes found 
(Cheers.) He hoped they would succeed in 
obtaining compensation from the Irish Free 
State in respect ot the destrection oí the 
orphanage property and building in Ireland 

Everything which could be done would be 
done to make the children comfortable, and 
to see that they were fully equipped and 
trained for their future livelihood. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury said that he 
tras doing everything in his power to meet 
the ‘necessities of such an emergency, but he 
should like more information as to the legal!

i COFFIN CANDLES CAUSE

THE «NUNS OF YPRES. 


EFFORT TO RAISE £40,000. 

In the absence of Viscount FitzAlan, the 
President, Mr. 1. P. O'Connor. M.P., pre- 
sided at a meeting at the offices of the 
Catholic Truth Society of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Ypres Memoria! Fund to launch 
an effoft to raise £40,000 in order to re- 
establish the homeless nuns of Ypres Abbey 
in another sanctuary. 

It was explained that the Abbey of Ypres, 
which stood in the Rue St. Jacques, was 
Built in 1665 for British and Irish nuns. In 
October, 1914, the Abbey was bombarded, but 
the nuns remained until a month later, when, 
yielding to orders for complete evacuation, 
they became homeless wanderers. ‘he build- 
ming was entirely destroyed. 

Up to the present £607 has been raised, 
and it was decided to supplement this with a 
broadcast appeal. The project for the re- 
establishment of Ypres Abbey is supported 
by many influential people of all denomina- 
tiors, and among the names submitted to the 
meeting were Mr. Lloyd George, Mr.

“THE TIMES” OF TO-DAY SAYS :~ 


Much of Mr. Snowden’s indictment of 
capitalism seems to have been based on. con- 
ditions directly resulting from the war. To 
meet them, Conservatives and ‘Liberals alike 
have their proposals, and the country, in 
having to choose between the three parties, 
will probably wish to be assured better than 
Mr. Snowden could assure them that Social- 
ism, and not Liberalism or Conservatism, 
offers the best way out.- Mr. Snowden, of 
courte, knows this, and his doctrines date 
from before the war, in which, no doubt, he 
sees a confirmation of them, but, his ‘speech 
was not sirong on the constructive side, or 
it covered the «ground ‘ inadequately.” It is 
one thing to denounce a social system, and 
another to sapersede it amail with an 
alternative. We need not ge to Bolshevism 
for an example, and we can well believe that 
Socialism, as Mr. Snowden understands it. is 
poles apart from the tyranny which has 
ruined Russia. . 

The fact that the Labour Party desire to 
proceed neither by revolution nor by confisca- 
tion, but gradually; and-on a well-thought- 
out plan of procedure, makes it all the more 
important, now that Socialism aíter all these 
years. has definitely reached Weé8tminater, 
that the country when confronted with the 
policy, or. instalments of the policy, of the 
Labour Party should know exactly to what 
it is asked to commit itéelf. IE has seen 
something already of the inefficiency of 
bureaucratic administration, and it will, it is

ALLIES AND THE TURKS, 


Leonia being 
TO-DAY’S MEETING IN LONDON. 


The Times, m a leading article upon to-day's 
meeting at the Foreign Office of the Inter- 
Allted Delegations to consider the counter- 
proposals of the Turks to the draft Lausanne 
Treaty, -observes:—The real difficulties will 
arise over the financial and economic clauses, 
and the régime applicable to foreigners in 
lurkey.

WHAT LAWS ARE IN FORCE. 


At the meeting of Dail Eireann yesterday 
the Speaker took the chair at 3.15. á 

Mr. FitrGibbon, K.C. (Dublin University) 
asked the President whether. he has taken. 
and. if-not, whether he will take, the opinion 
of the legal advisers of the State upon the 
questions whether the expression in Article 
73 of the, Constitution “ laws in force in the 
lrish Free State at the date of the coming 
‘nto operation of this Constitution,” and the 
expression in the preamble of the Adaptation 
of Enactments Act, 1925, “ Acts passed by the 
British Parliament which were in force on the 
6th day of December, 1926,” do not mean and 
include all Statutes of the British Parliament 
duly enacted by that Parliament, and pur- 
porting to affect the area now comprised in 
Saorstat Eireann which were unrepealed at 
that date, and also whether the repeal! of cer- 
tain sections of a non-existent Act which ‘‘was 
never in force in Ireland ” can have the legal 
operation of enacting by implication the re- 
mainder of the same Act.

Mr. FitzGibbon, K.C. (Dublin University), 
asked the Minister for Home Affairs whether 
the Criminal Injuries (Ireland) Act, 1920, 
which he has stated “ was not in ‘foree on 
the 6th December, 1922, and was never in 
force in Ireland,’ has not been repeatedly 
acted upon and enforced in the courts of 
law in freland, ‘and when, and by whom, 
bas it ever been repealed; whether, as he 
has stated that. notwithstanding Article 73 
of the Constitution, and the Adaptation of 
Enactments Act, 1923, a Statute of the 
British Parliament, though duly enacted be- 
fore the 6th of December, 1922, and un- 
rencaled on that date, which purported to 
aflect thee area now comprised in Saorstat 
Fireann, “was not in force on that date 
and was never in force in Ireland,’’ he will

For instance, a person drawing a dividend 
from an investment in England “would | be 
taxed at the source, and that dividend would 
be liable fo'a further tax in Ireland, unless. 
under such an arrangement as this bill pro- 
posed fo make. Tlie aim of the Government 
was to ensure that no person would pay 
more then the highest rate of: taxation pre- 
vailing in one country or t er.

under which money was going to be voted out 
of the public funds. 

After some further discussion, the amend- 
ment was defeated and the resolution was 
declared carried. 


AFFIDAVIT IN IRISH. 
REQUIREMENTS OF THE HIGH 
COURT. 


Gavan Duffy, pursuant fo notice, raised 
a question as to the filing of 
afidavits in Irish in the High Courts 


offices, atid the requirement of Lord Chief Jus- 
tice Molony that any such affidavits must be 
accompanied by an exactly sjmilar affidavit 
in English—both affidavits to be duly 
stamped. In raising the question Mr. Gavan 
Duffy addressed the House in Irish. 

The Minister for Home Affairs (Mr. O’ Hig- 
ins) said that he regretted that he could not 
find himself in complete agreement with the 
sentiments which been expressed by 
Deputy Gavan Duffy. A cynic, who was him- 
self a fluent ker of Irish, said to him once 
that humoar had shrunk and died in Ireland 
when the Gaelic League was founded. He 
wee O'Higgins) did not believe it then, and 
e did not believe it now; and he hoped that 
they had sufficient humour left to appreciate 
the position that had arisen in regard to this 
matter. It came before the notice of deputies 
first in a letter from the Secretary of the 
Gaelic League. The letter was in Irish, and 
was accompanied by an English translation. 
The salaried official of the League wrote 
there to deputies this Irish letter. He accom- 
panied it with an English translation. 

Mr. O'’Shannon (Louth-Meath) — Why 
wouldn't, he? 

“Why wotldn’t he? Exactly,’ continued 
the Minister for Home Affairs. “ But it comes 
ill from an official Gael to blame people whom 
he would describe as ex-British judges for the 


The ruling of Lord Chief Justice Molony, 
explained the Miuister, required that an aff- 
davit in Trish should be accompanied by a 
duplicate in English, and the Secretary of the 
Gaelic League had written to T.D.’s drawing 
their attention to the fact. 

Article 4 of the Constitution stated that the 
national language of the Free State was the 
Irish language, Dut it went on to provide that 
for official purposes English should be equally 
recognised. That meant that fox all official 
purposes both languages stood op precisely the 
same footing, and it was unquestioned that 
every. citizen. of the Irish Free State was en- 
titled to use either language at his option. 
That was a constitutional right which could 
not be taken from. him while that provision 
of the Constitution stood. 

Any person having recourse to the Courts 
was entitled to make an affidayit in the Irish 
language. That was not questioned, and never 
had been questioned, by anyone; but there 
wasnothing in the Constitution to prevent 
the Courts from making rules requiring an 
pore translation in English to be lodged 
with it. 


NO NEED FOR RAGE. 


There was no occasion for people to work 
themselves intoa rage, ortosuggest that the 
Government bad brought balm and wine to 
the judges who received their death-stroke 
from the deputies’ pens on the 6th December, 
1921, and who would have expired long since 
but for the attention of the Government. 

There was one matter that, perhaps, did 
require to be cleared op, and that was the 
matter of stamping both documents. The 
matter of stamping was not one for the judges 
at all, but for the Ministry of Finance; and 
if, application was made to the Minister of 
Finance he thought. there was little doubt 
that his ruling would be satisfactory to al! 
concerned, inclading the Secretary of the 
Gaelic League. 

The principal function of the Courts of Law 
was to administer justice between litigants 
and counsel, and solicitors were éntitled to 
know the case put up by the parties to a dis- 
pute in a language which they understood. 
The courts were not. linguistic schools or any- 
thing of that kind. For official purposes the 
two languages were laid down in the Constitu- 
tion, and the only little peg there was on 
which to hang this controversy was the matter 
as to what was said in regard to both docu- 
menis heing stamped, and that was not a 
matter for the judges at all. 

Mr. O'’Shannon (Lowth-Meath) said that 
they should not be satisfied with the answer 
of the Minister at all. A slight and a slur 
hed been cast on the Irieh language, just as 
there was a slight-and a slur in the reference 
madé by the Minister to the payment of the 
Secretary of the Gaelic League. The Minister 
seemeéd to have forgotten the fact that one of 
the Generals of the Army was at one time 
secretary of the Gaelic League. 

The Minister for Home Affairs said that he 
was referring rather to the secretary s official 
position, and his salery put the stamp on that 
official position. 

Mr. O’Shannon. continuing, said that the 
judges might not have been expected to chow 
much enthusiasm and ardour, but, surely, 
‘they might have expected some enthusiasm 
and ardour from the Minister. The judges 
hed stated that Irish was the national lan- 
guage, but that English was" the official 
Inguage of the courts, and one who was, per- 
haps, in law, one of the most learned, stated 
that by an old statute English had been 
made the official lareuage of the courts, and 
he douhted if an afdavit in Trish could be 
eceepted at all’ According to the Constitu- 
tion. Irish was co-equally the official language, 
and,the Constitution was the superior instru- 
ment to any other,

COMMON-SENSE. 


Professor Magennis said that in the super- 
ficial view of the ordinary man in the street 
the judges in this case had common-sense on 
their side. If judges were to adjudicate upon 
the evidence submitted to them, and the 
evidence was in a language which they did 
not understand, jit was only reasonable that 
they should demand that the evidence should 
ut before them in a language which they 
could understand. 

The official language of the courts was 
English, and there had been no statute of 
this Parliament repealing that declaration. 
Article 4 of the Constitution said that the 
irish lanewage should be the National 
language in the Saorstat, and that English 
should be equally recognised as the official 
language. He was convinced that all the 
efforts of the Gaelic League and of the Irish 
Colleges, as well as the compulsory policy to- 
wards Irish in the Universities, would he 
rendered absolutely futile. and be shorn of al! 
vesult in future generations if they depended 
ov the question as it shaped itself at present. 
English would continue to be the language 
of the cultured, and Irish would remain the 
language of the lowly aad the poor. 
Professor Magennis mentioned the struggle 
of three centuries which the Anglo-Saxon 
language had before it conquered the Norman- 
French, which, after the Norman conquest, 
was the language of the courts and tho uppet 
classes in England. He suggested that wha 
was happening in other countries—Belgium, 
for instance—provided the Irish people with a 
useful leseon. 

If they were going to allow insistance upon 
the use of the English language in certain 
departments of ng life, then undoubtedly 
they would have got in the thin end of the 
wedge, and the Irish language would be put 
back again as the language of the slave. 


DEPORTEES. 
AUTHORITY UNDER WHICH 
THEY ARE HELD. 


Mr. Thomas Johnson raised the question of 
the deportation to*Ireland of 110 persons from 
England and Scotland. He referred to the 
answer which the President had given earlier 
in the day to a question on the subject. It 
was important, he said, to know that the 
men and women who had been deported from» 
England and Scotland were not held in Ire- 
land under any regulation of the Restoration 
of Order (Ireland) Act; 1920. 

They were, therefore, to presume that not 
only were these men and women citizens of 
the Free State—not citizens of Great Britain— 
but that they were handed over by the 
British Government for offences against the 
Free State committed in England. 

The British Minister had told his people 
that the Free ‘State Government had asked 
him to put in motion the regulations under 
the Restoration of Order Act, in order that 
these men and women might be interned. 
These people were accordingly deported to 
be kept in internment camps or in prisons in 
charge of the Free State Government, but 
under the control of the British Government, 
and to be brought before an English Advisory 
Committee at the direction of the English 
Minister if he so wished. 

“I maintain,’’ continued Mr. Johnson, 
‘that this is an assumption of authority over 
the affairs of Saorstat Eireann which is not 
justified by the position which the Saorstat 
occupies in relation to England. lí the Eng- 
lish Secretary of State had said that these 
people were British citizens, then we should 
be in the position of being jailers for the 
British Government of British citizens. 

“I submit that this particular process is 
only explainable and onderstandable on the 
assumption that no great change in the rela- 
tions of the two countries has taken place, 
except a devolution of authority subject to 
the suzerainty of the British Government. 
All the arguments in defence of the action 
of the British Government have running 
through them the thought that the British 
Government hate given the Free State autho- 
rity, but that they still retain supreme con- 
trol, and that they still retain the right 
to do things in relation to persons in the 
territory of the Free State, whether they be 
British or Ivish citizens. 
“If the British Advisory Committee after 
inquiry says that the prisoners ought to be 
released the Irish Government must -elease 
them. That is quite justifiable, but only on 
the assumption that the British Government 
still holds suzerainty over the proceedings of 
the Free State Government. 


TWO VIEWS. 


“We know that in England, as well aa in 
Ireland, there are two views held in -espect 
of the Treaty. We hear of one side in kng- 
land maintaining that everything was given 
away to the Irish demand—that Ireland was 
granted virtual independence; but the 
apologists for the Treatv in England, who 
are trying to convince their supporters that 
the Treaty was a thing that they could ratify 
and approve of, rather belittle the amount 
of, freedom and independence that is involved 
in the Treaty. 

“We must bear in mind that the Britieh 
Government at present is composed of those 
people who belittle the amount of author:ty 
that has been won by aid of the Treaty, and 
we know, too, that it is not what people say, 
so much as acts and proceedings that fo.m 
the basis upon which jwrist« will at a ‘ater 
date explain the meaning of certain articles 
in the Constitution. 

“TH the Treaty is susceptible of two difter- 
ing interpretations we must insist on every 
occasion that the widest interpretation of its 
powers shall be maimtained by our Govern 
ment and people here. My purpose in raising 
the matter in this way is to give  «inieters 
here an opportunity of  reasserting and 
strengthening the Trish position in relation to 
England, and to deny what is, [ maintain. 
implied in the conduct of the British Minister 
in regard to these proceedings: which I say 
is only consistent with an interpretation .f the 
Treaty which leaves the British Government 
in supreme authority over the Government of 
Ireland. 

“TI think the Dail will insiet that the 
Ministers shall say that the defence of the 
British Government for their conduct in re 
lation to the deportes cannot be supported 
by Irish Ministers, and that it conflicts with 
the conception of our [righ status, which we 
will and must maintain.” ~ 
“ IMPEACHED CONSTITUTION.” 

Mr. Darrell Figgis said that it was per- 
fectly reasonable that a large number of these 
persons who had been arrested should have 
been arrested, but the procedure which had 
heen adopted in this case should not have 
been adopted. The procedure that had been 
taken by the Executive Council had, in his 
judgment, impeached the very meaning of 
their Constitution. They were entitled to 
know at whose instance these arfests were 
made. It was stated by the English Home 
Secretary in definite terms over a week ago 
that they were mede at the request of the 
Free State Government, and in another state- 
ment since the contrary would seem to be 
implied. 
the arrests were made at th: instance 
of. the Irish Government, it was periectty 
clear that not only did they recognise the 
Restoration of Order (Ireland) “Act as of 
Statutory effect, but that they went further 
and initiated the prosecution unde: an Act 
originally devised against the interests of 
the country. If. on the other hand, the 
instance tested with the English Government 
and the Free State Government acted as 
their agents, they should know that. too. 

Proceeding to enumerate three beads under 
which, in his opinion, the Constitution had 
been impeached, Mr. Figgis said that it had 
been. stated by the Enylish Home Secretary 
that the arrests were only to be taken after 
consultation with, and with the consent of, the 
British Government. That was a recognition 
of the superiority of the British Government 
in that specific manner. The second objec- 
tion was that they allowed the English Home 
Secretary to appoint some kind of a tribunal 
that was to sit in England to try prisoners 
held by the Irish Government, and that 
tribunal was appealed to over the heads of 
the Trish Government, acting as the jailer in 
this instance.

EQUALITY. 

One of the substantial benefits of the 
Treaty was that Irish affairs had been taken 
away from discussion infthe English House 
of Commons. «They had now seen Irish 
affairs, in a most acute form, had been made 
a subject of debate in the English House.

Mr. Cosgrave said that there were two 
statements made by the last speaker—one in 
which he said that they had given away their 
sovereignty when they said they would not 
prosecute any of the persons arrested ; and the 
other was that they had given away the right 


of trial when they gave permission for these 
ersons to go before the Advisory Committee. 
hey had been told that they had given away 
everything—he supposed what the Deputy 
had won for them—and that, as a matter of 


fact, they had bartered away their whole 
position as a nation, 

The facts were that there were certain 
citizens of theirs — certain people, about 


whose citizenship he was in some doubt, 
although he was presuming they were citizens 
of Saorstat, and certain people who ‘were 
themselves in doubt as to their citizenship, 
and all these people got busy in England in 
a conspiracy to bring down the Free State. 

They asked for those prisoners; they got 
them, and they had them, They had to give 
certain undertakings in respect to them which 
the people who gave them these prisoners 
were entitled to ask. One was that they 


would not prosecute them without agreement. 


equal of Great Britain; and thé evidence was 
tn the action of Great Britain—that it could 
dump into Ireland anybody it liked simply 
because an Act specified that certain things 
could be done under it.

action. Could not the French Government be 
conceived to say, ' Yes, on terms”? And 
the terms would be: “If it is put up to us 
that we made a mistake we should im a 
position to bring back any of those prisoners 
for an investigation of their case.” 

But because the British Government said : 
‘Yes, we are prepared to round up those men 
who are conducting this cruel and cowardly 
campaign on your people and send them across
